Paris, April 12.— Abd-El-Krim, 
controller of the destiny of the Rif- 
fians in Morocco, will be shorn of 
much of his military power if condi- 
tions to be made in the next few days 
by Franco-Spanish plenipotentiaries 
are accepted. 

Announcement that an armistice 
with the Riffian chieftain will be 
signed Friday has been followed with 
an outline of Franco-Spanish peace 
terms and the assertion that the 
French and Spanish negotiators must 
not yield on any of the more impor- 
tant points. 

Abd-El-Krim must surrender all 
rifles, grenages and other ammunition 
of war, a ing to the Franco- 
Spanish terms. This is a primary 
condition of permanent peace in Mo- 
rocco. 

A second important point, and one 
which may prove a stumbling block 
in the negotiations, is the Franco- 
Spanish demand that Krim be remov- 
ed from Riffian territory altogether 
and that the Riffian tribesmen ac- 
knowledge the sovereignty of the sul- 
tan of Morocco, a French henchman.

There will be a surplus of $271,- 
910.45 out of the funds provided for 
payment of overdue Confederate pen- 
sions by the extra session of the leg- 
islature, according to the total amount 
of pensions due, as compiled by the 
state pension department. 

Latest figures from the pension de- 
partment, arrived at after weeks of 
intensive work on the official pen- 
sion rolls, show $2,890,189.55 needed 
to pay off all pensions due. 

The legislature provided that ren- 
tals of the state owned Western & 
railroad for eight years 
should be discounted to provide the 
necessary funds, After calling for bids 
from all responsible financial houses 


the governor accfpted the bid of the 


Citizens & Southern company of At- 
lanta, the lowest unconditional bid 
received. 

Under the discount rate contained 
in this bid the state will receive a net 
amount of $3,161,700 out of the 
eight years of discounted rentals. The 
gross annual rental is $540,000. 

Subtracting the figure $2,890,- 
189.55, the amount needed to pay all 
pensions, according to pension de- 
partment figures, leaves a surplus of 
$271,510.45. Unless the legislature 
places this amount to other use it 
will revert to the general treasury 
fund.

GYPSY CHIEFS 


Miami, Fia., April 12.—(#)—More 
than 200 gypsies were corralled tb- 
gether and robbed at their camp near 
Miami early today by eight unidenti- 
fied men, the loot being valued at ap- 
proximately $3,195. 

The robbery was perpetrated while 
the nomads,: representing ten separate 
bands of gypsies, were in open coun- 
cil at 2 o’clock this morning, discuss- 
ing their plans for the summer, pre- 
paratory to making their annual trek 
northward after a winter. here. 

In the midst of the conference, four 
unidentified men stalked into the in- 
ner gathering and informed -ypsy 
leaders that a large jewel theft had 
been perpetrated in Miami, and that 
they were officers seeking the rob- 
bers. When asked to produce evidence 


of their authority or warrants, the in- 
truders waved toward a parked auto- 
mobile on the highway where a :pear- 
ed four other men, wearing white 
flowing sheets with erude red crosses 
painted on the backs. 

While the four unmasked robbers 
held the entire camp at the point of 
pistols their companions ravaged the 
contents of wagons in four of the 
ten separate bands, and halted their 
pillaging when they had gathered all 
they could carry, They made their 
way to a nearby house, and after a 
few minutes one of their number 
rushed to the front porch and fired 
four shots. ‘The unmasked robbers in 
the camp warned the gypsies that any 
attempt to follow would mean death, 
and rushed to the parked machine to 
join their robed friends to drive away 
hurriedly. 

The theft consisted principally of 
Spanish, French and American gold. 
in addition to minor trinkets and 
wearing apparel. Leaders of the four 
bands robbed were George W. Mitch- 
ell, Charlie Mitchell, Frank Mitchell 
and Mitchell George. 

The gypsies found within the near- 
by house a man giving his name as 
A. Oppenheimer, 36, whom they 
forcibly conducted to police head- 
— He was held for investiga- 
ion.

“I think it vitally important that 
both you and all civic organizations 
interested in the successful consumma- 
tion of this national idea should im- 
mediately and earnestly give your 
most ratelligent and purposeful effort 
to the establishment, throughout the 
communities of this country, of a 
state of mind which will make law ob- 
——e much more popular,” be 
said. 


Create Public Sentiment. 


“You can hasten the day when the 
hostess will feel apologetic for serving 
cocktails, rather than feel apologetic 
for not serving them. You may even 
bring about such public sentiment 
that every officer of government, in 
all its branches, sworn to support the 
constitution and the laws of his coun- 
try, will shrink from being personally 
a violator of the law. This is no 
small task imposed upon you, but I 
honestly believe that it is ata essen- 
tial element in the solution of our 
problem.” : 

Andrews also emphasized that when 
the ag egy ae amendment was rati- 
fied, the states signed a joint note 
with the federal government. 

“When the people wrote the eight- 
eenth amendment, in its provision for 
concurrent jurisdiction, the people 
signed a joint note for nation and 
for states,” he said. “They made both 
responsible for the enforcement of the 
law. 

States Asked to Aid. 


“Tt is the part of the federal gov- 
ernmeat to stop the commercial traf- 
fic in liquor, while it is equally the 
duty of the states and the communi- 
ties to exercise the local police power 
so. far as regards the small operators 
and distributors. The federal func- 
tion of eliminating the sources of sup- 
ply and of eliminating the commmer- 
cial traffic in liquor is so difficult a 
problem as to command all our best 
energies. 

“We actually accomplish very much 
less when we divert any particular 
energies to the local police problem. 
The states and communities have am- 
ple judicial machinery, and hundreds 
of thousands of policemen already in 
existence and are easily able to carry 
their end of the work. ‘The federal 
government stands by to be helpful, 
to porat the way and to encourage in 
every way local law enforcement. To 
this phase of our work we have been 
giving marked attention recently, and 
with gratifying results. More and 
more, throughout the country, local 
officials are assuming their responsi- 
bilities, and more and more the fed- 
eral forees thus released are fiading 
means for eliminating sources of sup- 
ply.” 

Scores Rum Smuggling. 

Indignation over the rum smuggling 
activities of foreigners and “traitorous 
Americans” was expressed by Com- 
mander Stephen Yeandle, of the 
United States coast guard. 

“There is no situation more calcu- 
lated. to stir the indignation of every 
red-blooded, patriotic American citi- 
zen than the presence off our coasts 
of foreign vessels manned by foreign- 
ers and financed by foreigners ra part- 
nership with disreputable and traitor- 
ous Americans hovering there for the 
express purpose of flaunting the dig-

ration in the world,” Yeandle said.

Judge Sibley began his remarks by

but little effect. “As a matter of 
fact,”’ he said, ‘the frugal man, when 
he employs illegal means for making 
money, such as distilling or selling 
whisky, will save up a fund to be 
employed for a fine in case he is ap- 
prehended, and when he pays out but 
little is accomplished towards making 
a law-abiding citizen out of him.” 
Judge Sibley believes, as shown by 
his charge, that a few weeks in jail 
has a wholesome effect on the average 
lawbreaker. “Of course, for a lazy, 
worthless, non-thinking man, a few 


i 
weeks in jail may be only another way | 
but to | 


of spending that much time. 
the average white man it is different. 
He uses the time in thinking, if for 
no other purpose, and thinking is 
wholesome for all of us. especially for 
a man in jail for breaking the law.” 

From this feature of punishment, 
Judge Sibley passed to penitentiary 
sentences and cited that over 3,000 
federal prisoners are confined in the 
Atlanta penitentiary alone, with prac- 
tically nothing to do but brood over 
their lot, hatch up schemes for escape 
and to plan what will be their next 
move when they get out. He stated 
that the pen had become far too 
small for the number confined there 
and that there is not enough work 
for the prisoners to do, and by work 
he said he meant productive work, 
not the routine work of keeping the 
prison elean, in repair and the like. 

He cited the testimony given in fed- 
eral court in Atlanta not long ago 
by an inmate of the prison to show 
how anxious the prisoners were 
to get work in the duck mill, where 
they are paid a small weekly sum, 
The prisoner in question was com- 
plaining on the stand about being put 
“in the hole,” losing his “good be- 
havior time” and his job in the duck 
mill. 

Judge Sibley’s idea is for the gov- 
ernment to expand the productive ac- 
tivities of the prisons by appropria- 
tions that will allow enlargement in 
manufacturing plants and for the pro- 
ducts of these plants to be such as 
are needed by the government, shoes, 
hats, clothing, auto tires and such ar- 
ticles as are purchased in large quan- 
tities by the government. He said the 
duck made in the penitentiary mill is 
now used for mail-sacks.

‘him. The tree has stood for many 
| years, “protecting Burbank with its 
‘deep shade from many a hot sun and 
‘with its thick foliage from many a 
‘light shower. 

Flags at Half-Mast. 


Flags were at half-mast in Santa

Passaic, N. J., April 12.—(/)—Six 
arrests were made in Garfield, late 
today, when 2,000 textile strike pick- 
ets refused to disperse from in front 
of the Fortsmann and Huffman mill 
after Sheriff George P. Nimmo read 
the riot act. Among those arrested 
were David Weinstein and Robert. W. 
Dunn, who were said to represent the 
American Civil Liberties Union of 
New York. 

Police Court Judge Richard J. Ba- 
ker, of Garfield, said that none of 
the prisoners would be admitted to 
bail for the present, and that if fixed 
later the bail would be $10,000 each.

‘stitution that chilling, cold, drafts, wet 


feet and the like cause or predispose 
to certain diseases, refers to “lowered 


desistance’ when he endeavors to ex- 


plain the obsession. For the sake of 
argument he is usually ready to con- 
cede that microbes, germs, organisms, 
as he variously terms them, are no 
doubt essential, but still, he insists, 
(when he is speaking of some vague, 
indefinite disease, not, of course, when 


he is speaking of diphtheria, say) the- 


germs or organisms are not likely to!y,. va 
tlic reason; freedom of religion; free- 


‘dom of the press; freedom of person 


lay the victim low unless the vic- 
tim’s resistance happens to be lowered 
by some trifling exposure at the fatal 
moment when the germs happen along. 
Now in order to Jend this fancy of 
“lowered resistance” the substance 
and weight it needs to have the face 
ot the unregenerate,doctor or teacher, 
it is necessary to deprecate the in- 
fectious character of the disease (that 
is, the bacterial origin), and this the 
reactionary health authorities do with- 
out regard for the general conse- 
quences, They elect to side with the 
ignorant charlatans who assure -pros- 
pects that “the germ theory” is all 
bosh and that Pasteur was a_ joke. 
They give aid and comfort to the en- 
emy—the-enemy of health. 


No doctor, teacher or health au- 
thority dare deny that diphtheria is 
a respiratory infection. No patholo- 
gist, hygienist or sanitarian will deny 
that diphtheria is ordinarily conveyed 
from person to person through spray 
or droplet infection—the germs are 
carried in minute droplets of moisture 
or secretion given off in a spray from 
nose or mouth when the diphtheria 
patient or carrier talks, laughs, coughs 


No one qualified by education or 
training to discuss the matter will 
deny that all of the score or more of 
diseases which are today recognized 
as respiratory infections are conveyed 
ordinarly and usually in precisely this 
same way, by droplet or. spray. in- 
fection. 

I challenge any health authority 
who dares to uphold the “exposure” 
myth today to name or identify any 


cold or wet and which is not con- 


, 


by droplet or spray infection 
usually and ordinarily. 

I challenge Dr. Louis [. Harris, 
health commissioner of New York 
and Dr. Herman N. Bundesen, 
health commissioner of Chicage—both 
of whom still uphold the eighteenth 
century superstition of catching cold— 
to name or identify any diseage entity 
which is so caused. I1 challenge them 
to cite any proof or even clinical evi- 
dence or ordinary observation which 
warrants the assumption that cold or 
wet or any such “exposure” is more 
likely to predispose to or contribute 
to any recognized disease entity than 
it is to diphtheria.’ And if no such 
evidence is available I challenge the 
health authorities who still believe in 
“eolds”’ to justify, if they ean, their 
enigmatic .cachecings about the nature

RULINGEAPPEALED 


Attorney General George N. Napier 
will file an appeal against the ruling 
of Judge John D. Humphries, of Ful- 
ton superior court, on the question of 
mileage allowances for members of the 
general assembly, it became known 


Monday. ‘The appeal will be filed in 
the state supreme court probably this 
morning on request of the state treas- 
urer and presiding officers of the as- 
sembly, President Howard Ennis, of 
the senate, and Speaker W. Cecil 
Neill, of the house. 

The point on which these officials 
wish final decision by the supreme 
court-is whether or not a member *an 
draw his mileage allowance at a rate 
of ten cents for each mile traveled, as 
provided in the annual appropriation 
bills, or whether he must be limited to 
the actual fare paid in going to and 
from the capitol and his home. 

This appeal is being filed entirely 
to test the decision of Judge Hum- 
phries and the law in the case, aud not 
with any iniention of opposing tie 
constitutional law or the correct in- 
terpretation of it. 

When Governor Clifford Walker, in 
order to straighten out a parliamen- 
tary tangle, issued a new call for the 
special session of the legislature, mak- 
ing two extra sessions instead of one, 
the second convening the day follow- 
ing adjournment of the first, the law 
firm of MeFElreath & Scott, of Atlanta, 
acting on behalf of two citizens of 
Fulton and DeKalb counties, sought 
an injunetion to prevent payment of 
mileage to members for their journey 
home and back. 

Judge Humphries ruled that mile- 
age could not be paid except where the 
member actually returned to his home 
after the adjournment of the first ses- 
sion and returned prior to the con- 
vening of the second session on the 
succeeding day. 

Judge Humphries also ruled that a 
member could only draw mileage to 
cover the amount actually expenced, 
instead of the full ten cents per mile 
allowance customary in the past. It 
is this section of the ruling that is to 
be tested by the appeal to the supreme 
court, 

The constitution provides that me2m- 
bers shall be paid their actual travel- 
ing expenses hy the shortest available 
route, to and from the capital “not to 
exceed ten cents per mile.” The statu- 
tory law, however, as embodied in the 
appropriation bills passed by each leg- 
islature, provides for payment at the 
flat maximum rate of 10 cents a mile 
and it is on this basis that members 
have been paid in the past. 

The state treasurer has been paving 
the actual mileage when authorized on 
vouchers issued by the presiding offi- 
cers and the supreme court appeal is 
being taken to settle the point once 
and for all. .

gUTPUT AT SHOALS 


Washington, April 12—(4)—Thom- 
as W. Martin, president of the Mus- 
cle Shoals Power Distributing com- 
pany, one of the bidders, declared to- 
night that the company recognized as 
of primary importance production of 
nitrogen at Muscle Shoals and sec- 
ondarily the distribution of surplus 
power under regulation. 

“The proposal of the power compa- 
nies comprehends that view, and it is 
designed to provide the most effectual 
fulfillment of those purposes. with- 
out the appropriation by the govern- 
ment of one single additional dollar 
for Muscle Shoals,’’ he added, 

“The production of nitrates is the 
foremost consideration. All the power 
to be generated will be made availa- 
ble for national defense and for fer- 
tilizer production and will be devoted 
to that purpose if the needs of the 
nation and the demands for fertilizer 
require. In view of the fact that it 
has been recognized by congress that 
there will be power at Muscle Shoals 
under varying conditions that may 
not be required for nitrate manufae- 
ture, the joint resolution of congress 
under which bids are considered stip- 
ulates that such surplus power should 
be distributed to the southern states. 

“The power companies’ offer con- 
templates such distribution through- 
out the south after fertilizer needs 
are met and only after fertilizer needs 
are met. Only through interconnec- 
tion with existing and future auxiliary 
plants can the fullest development of 
the maximum power resources at Mus- 
cle Shoals be attained and made ayail- 
able for use for national defense, fer- 
tilizer production or general distri- 
bution.”’

HOFF TO TELL 
LIFE STORY IN 
CONSTITUTION 


Charles Hoff, of Norway, world- 
record breaker in the indoor pole vault 
11 times since February 4, five times 
world-record breaker in the outdoor 
pole yault and victor over America’s 
world champions in all-around compe- 
tition, will tell his own life story for 
readers of Lhe Constitution and the 
North American Newspaper alliance 
in a series of 24- articles, beginning 


W ednesday. 
Hoff, who four years ago first took 
a vaulting pole in his hands under 


protest, has not only lived the ma- 
terial for a story “stranger than fic- 
tion,” but has written it and illustrat- 
ed parts of the text with his own 
sketches and cartoons. These will ap- 
pear in The Constitution as the story 
of a young boy “who would not have 
been a good advertisement for a fam- 
ily doctor,” but who became the 
world’s greatest athlete at 25. 

The series will be supplmented 
with Hoff’s own reports of his 
achievements during his present tour. 
As he crosses the continent, Hoff will 
act as special correspondent of The 
Constitution and the North Ameri- 
can Newspaper alliance, furnishing 
detailed accounts of performances 
which are expected to be record- 
breaking. 


A young boy “filled with ailments 
and sicknesses,” Hoff tells with 
naivete and modesty of the instinct 
for competition which made him hand- 
stand on the fourth floor railing of 
the veranda if the other boys per- 
formed on the second. The doctor 
prescribed cod liver oil and instead 
Hoff took six hours of running in the 
evening after school. 

Greatest Of All Time. 

“He is positively the greatest all 
round athlete that ever lived,”’ Douglas 
Fairbanks wrote to Charlie Chaplin 
after watching the soaring Norseman. 
Figures bear out this opinion. Hoff 
has not only set a world’s record in 
the vault and held for a time the 
record in the indoor broad jump, 
when he defeated Harold Osborn and 
Emerson Norton in the all around 
championships in New York, March 
16, he piled up 6,885310 points in 
seven events of all around competi- 
tion.

The World corroborates “Doug” 
Fairbank’s statement with the simple 
assertion, “Hoff revealed himself (in 
the all around tests) as the greatest 
all around athlete of all time.” 

“A far greater athlete than Nurmi, 
with his one specialty. Hoff,” says The 
Boston Post, editorially, Hig the finest 
performer Europe has ever sent over.” 

Hoff has an additional advantage as 
a track performer. He takes his ac- 
complishments and the fame they 
bring him easily and gracefully. News- 
papers in the cities in which he has 
appeared have been unanimous in 
praising his “boyish and magnetic 
personality” his “fine sportsmanship” 
and his “pleasing character.” 

Hoff’s indoor vault record 
for a time now. He probably ended 


in St. Lonis March 27, when he set 
a new indoor record of 13 feet 8 inches 
—the eleventh smashing that the 
much abused record had received since 
the Norwegian entered his first meet 
in this country February 4. 

Records Should Fall. 

But there are still records whose 
fall Hoff may chronicle in his tour. 
Sports followers expect his own world 
record of 13 feet 1113-16 inches 
in the outdoor pole vault to be raised 
well over the foot. The American 
outdoor record set at 13 feet 53-4

Ralph Fraser, an _ out- 
fielder, who batted .341 with Hart- 
ford in the Eastern league last sea- 
son, was claimed by President Micha- 
love when waivers were asked by 
Birmingham. He will fit into the re- 
serve space left vacant through the 
release of Clay Parrish, the former 
Oglethorpe star. Fraser already had 
left Birmingham for the east, but a 
telegram was dispatched to him at 
Washington telling him to. report 
here. He will not be with the club 
at Nashville, but will come direct to 
Atlanta.

While serving the 
term for possession of the burglar 
toolg he escaped and during his fugi- 
tive period robbed the Foote and 
Davies store.

stores, 

Sisson was placed on trial Thurs- 
day before Judge W. FE. H. Searey, 
Jr., of the Griffin circuit, presiding 
ere for the week.

fluence on the stock market. The feel- 
ing is that probably the rails have 
seen their average low price for the 
year with oil shares also holding a 
good technical position in the stock 
market because oil shares did not 
advance to the same extent as indus- 
trials. As for industrials, the feeling 
is that there will be good buying in 
some stocks now selling too low on 
actual earnings, dividends and out- 
look and that this buying will help 
support the market for industrials as 
a whole, but that the support will not 
prevent the average industrial price 
from making a new low for the year. 


New York, April 12.—With the 
New York clearing house banks re- 
porting a week-end surplus of $1%.- 
000,000 against the deficit a week

poration showing a decrease in March 
unfilled orders of only 236,000 tons 
against the predicted decrease of 
9=0.000 tons or in some cases higher, 
with call money opening at per 
cent and with only 41-4 per cent bid 
for 30 and 60-day money, the easiest 
time money market since August, the 
rank and file in Wall street expected 
the stock market today to do better. 

However, at the very opening on 
the continued decline in the weekly 
average commodity price professional 
traders began to pound the automo- 
bile stocks «nd the headway made 
by the bears in this direction caused 
declines elsewhere in the stock mar- 
ket list. When call money advanced 
to 41-2 per cent around noon. and 
to 51-2 per cent in the last hours, 
further professional short selling of 
stocks caused a resumption of real 
liquidation in the stock market. | 

In the Wall street banking circles 
the feeling is that the federal re- 
serve board and the banking depart- 
ment of Canada, representing English 
interests in the Cuban sugar indus- 
try, have the Cuban situation well in 
hand. Nevertheless, there is no dis- 
guising the fact that the real situa- 
tion in Cuba is a repetition of 1920 
in modified form. There is too much 
raw and refined sugar. Consequently 
there is no margin of profit. ‘The 
selling price is below the cost of pro- 
duction. Where Cuban sugar inter- 
‘ests have made a mistake is in not 
giving sufficient importance to the 
increase in world supply of sugar. 

Crop Too Large. 

The 1926 grinding season now un- 
der way ends in August. The crop 
now being ground, a crop so large 
that the supply exceeds the demand, 
causing the low selling price, is esti- | 
mated at 5,300,000 long tons. Last 
year’s crop, a large one, was 0,156,- 
000 tons. ; 

Bankers here who through loans 
made in one way or another are forced 
to keep in close touch with the sugar 
industry feel that one of two plans 
will be suecessfully adopted to 
straighten out the Cuban sugar situa- 
tion until the sugar growers can be 
made to realize that too much sugar 
is being raised in Cuba to be taken 
eare of by world demand. One plan 
is to take off the market a very large 
amount of sugar. In other words, 
to adopt valorization, such as South 
American governments have done in 
handling coffee. Sometimes this artt- 
ficial method of regulating prices has 
worked out to advantage; sometimes 
it has worked badly the other way 
around. The other plan is to bring 
about a reduction of, say, 10 per cent 
in the amount of sugar grindings, 
leaving the other raw sugar in the 
field. 

England has a monopoly of rubber- 
growing not enjoyed by Cuban sugar 
growers. Despite the fact, however, 
while England succeeded in getting 
the price of rubber up _ under the 
Stevenson plan of restricting exports, 
in the long run England has not been 
able to hold the high prices for rub- 
‘ber which means that in the long run 
the law of supply and demand will 
assert itself. In the long run Cuban 
sugar growers must adjust their crops 
to world supply and requirements. 

Advance in Rates. 


There is no question but that the 
new developments in the Cuban sugar 
industry were responsible for today's 
unexpected advance in call money 
rates. For the longer look ahead, un- 
less something else unexpected hap- 
pens the trend of both time and call 
money is expected by the best bankers 
here to be downward. 

There is a good reason why pro- 
fessional traders in the stock market 
who are now bearish decided to start 
the week by selling motor shares 
short. If there is to be some slowing 
down in general trade the movement 
will be noticed first in the automobile 
industry, that is taking into considera- 
tion only the large important indus- 
trr. The reason for this is that under 
the highly developed method of sell- 
ing automobiles on the partial pay- 
ment plan the automobile industry is 
more sensitive than others to any 
changes either in one direction or the 
other.
